the curses shrieked at the soldiers and 
sullen, 
evil-visaged 
men m uttered 
threats of vengeance. 
For a time it 
looked as if an attem pt would be made 
to overpower the militia. 
The mob 
was led by a lean, gaunt female whose 
hair was of a grizzly gray. 
Her name 
was Bridget Brakery and she raved 
like one of the furies. 
The United States marshals at once 
began the work of arresting those 
rioters for whom they had warrants. 
Twenty 
were arrested during the 
afternoon and the determ ined aspect 
of the soldiers awed the would-be 
rioters. 
Mount Vernon has been at 
the mercjT of the alien anarchists from 
southern and eastern Europe for the 
last week. 
Of the 2,500 inhabitants 
fully 85 per cent are of foreign birth. 
There are OOO coal miners here, most 
of whom are natives of Italy, Saxony, 
Poland, and Hungary. 
It is these 
foreigners who have created nearly 
all the disturbance. 
By their anarch­ 
ist m ethods they have practically ter­ 
rorized the town.

the miners a t the conference. 
All of

W hat is tru e in one sense 
is tru e in all senses, and w ill forever 
be so, and y e t men are expecting in 
th e n ex t w orld purgatorial rejuvena­ 
tion. 
Take up th e printed reports of 
th e prisons 
of 
the 
U nited States, 
and you w ill find th a t the vast m a­ 
jo rity of the incarcerated have been 
th ere before, some of them four, five, 
six times. W ith a m illion illustrations 
a ll w orking the other way in this 
w orld, people are expecting th a t dis­ 
tress in th e n ex t state w ill be s a n a ­ 
tory. 
You can not im agine any worse 
to rtu re in any eth er w orld th an th a t 
w hich some men have suffered here, 
and 
w ithout 
any salutary 
conse­ 
quence. 
F utherm ore, the prospect of a refor­ 
m ation in th e n ex t w orld is more im­ 
probable th an a reform ation here.

we declined it every time, or treated 
the 
invitation

indifference, 
and gave tw enty or forty or fifty years 
of indignity on our p art tow ard the 
banqueter, and a t last he spreads the 
banquet in a more 
luxurious and 
kingly place, 
am id 
the 
heavenly 
gardens, have we a rig h t to expect 
him to invite us again, and have we a 
rig h t to blam e him if he does not in­ 
vite us 
If tw elve gates of salvation stood 
open tw enty years or fifty years for 
our admission, and a t the end of th a t 
time they are closed, can we com plain 
of it and say: 
“These gates ought to 
be open again. 
Give 
us another 
chance?” 
lf the steam er is to sail for 
H am burg, and we w ant to g et to 
Germ any by th a t line, and we read in 
every evening and 
every m orning 
new spaper th a t it w ill sail on a cer­ 
tain day, for tw o weeks we have th a t 
advertisem ent before our eyes, and 
then we go dow n to the docks fifteen 
m inutes after it has shoved off into the 
stream and say: 
“Come back. 
Give 
me another chance. 
It is not fair to 
tre a t me in this way. Swing up to the 
dock again, and throw out planks and 
let me come on board.” Such behavior 
w ould invite arrest as a madman. 
You see th a t this idea lifts this 
world up from an im portant way sta ­ 
tion to a platform of stupendous issues, 
and m akes all etern ity w hirl around 
this hour. 
B ut one trial for w hich all 
the preparation m ust be made in this 
w orld, or never made a t all. 
T h at 
piles up all the em phases all the cli­ 
m axes and all the destinies into life 
here. 
No other chance! 
O, how th a t 
augm ents the value and the iuiopar- 
tance of this chance! 
A lexander w ith his arm y used to 
surround a city, and then would lift a 
g reat lig h t in token to the people that, 
is they surrendered before th a t lig h t 
w ent out, all w ould be well; b u t if 
once the lig h t w ent out, then the bat- ■ 
tering-ram s would swing against the 
w all, and dem olition 
and 
disaster 
would follow. 
Well, all we need do 
for our present and everlasting safety 
if to m ake surrender to Christ, the

and 
conqueror—surrender of 
our hearts, surrender of our lives,

And he
